The prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest the recitations of the specific 
features of the helmet system and method, of claims 1 and 18, including especially the following: 
The primary reason for the allowance of independent claim 1, is the inclusion of the protective 
head covering defining a protective head covering cavity, and the gas release element fluidicly 
coupled to the at least one compressed breathable supply gas canister and responsive to the 
safety risk factor sensor so as to release breathable supply gas into the protective head covering 
cavity upon the sensed presence of a safety risk factor, claimed in combination with the helmet 
system's outer shell, face shield, cushioning element, and exfiltration element. 
The primary reason for the allowance of independent claim 18, is the inclusion of providing the 
at least one flow of breathable air to inside the protective head covering, and increasing an 
internal head covering air pressure to above an ambient condition value, and exfiltrating gas 
from within the protective head covering through an exfiltration element.
